California Hills 


San Juan Capistrano 
Site of Big Fire 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. Calif. 
(AP)—Tragedy and sorrow lie to­ 
day in the wake of a four-day 
brush fire that has flared over 
m ore than 50,000 acres of South­ 
ern California hills and canyons 
and is still out of control on nearly 
half its 75-mile perim eter. 
While more than 2,000 men fight 
the

flames,

ened earth to the ruins of their 
homes and sum m er cabins.

his wou ld happen, moreov er, throu gh the 
stead y infiltration of u nionists and managers 
into gov ernment — the v ery thing u nionists 
hav e been d oing so su ccessfu lly throu gh 
their efficiency in politics that bu sinessmen 
now are hoping to d u plicate organized la­ 
bor's su ccess. 


In effect, organized labor has challenged 
inorganized management to become organ- 
'zed so the two — labor and management 
-can fight it ou t in the back y ard of the 
ftird contestant for power. Thu s, gov ern- 
nent wou ld be a referee as well as a con­ 
testant and cou ld throw its influ ence to 
whichev er sid e seemed to be wining. 
Going still fu rther into the probable ou t­ 
come of a showd own between management 
and 
labor 
while 
gov ernment 
increased 
its power ov er both and ov er the cou ntry 
as a whole, an American v oter wou ld be 
in d anger of losing the benefits of the two- 
party sy stem 


He wou ld be confronted with a choice be­ 
tween ex tremes, instead of a choice between 
two s.milar parties, each try ing to repre­ 
sent all elements of opinion. For the long- 
range preserv ation of labor’s gams and the 
long-iange prospects of bu siness growth, both 
parties shou ld comprise both the managers 
of bu siness and the managers of labor. 
In 
no other way can they ex ert max imu m influ ­ 
ence ev er the politicians whose techniqu e 
is to play off one against the other — the 
classical pattern of power politics. 
The most sensible thing on earth, if preju ­ 
d ices cou ld be cooled off. wou ld ty e a tru ce 
in America in the Old World ’s transplanted 
war between workers and managers. Con­ 
trary to Karl Marx , the conflict between 
man is not irreconcilable. It nev er was, and 
it is su sceptible to more mu tu al agreements 
on more points tod ay than ev er before. 
Laboi and management hav e the same in­ 
terest in prod u ctiv ity , to sav e jobs for labor 
and markets for management against the 
competition of foreign prod u cers. They hav e 
the same interest in the intelligent u se of 
mechanization and au tomation — the same 
interest in protecting themselv es against u n­ 
fair interference and regu lation by politicians. 
Both are members of the same prod u ction 
team, whose efforts prov id e the wealth that 
giv es the United States its high stand ard 
o ( liv ing, after gov ernment has su btracted 
its share. Labor lead ers and bu sinessmen 
thu s share a common interest in keeping the 
gov ernment’s share from increasing more 
rapid ly than their joint efforts can prod u ce 
the wherewithal to pay it, with enou gh left 
ov er for their own need s. 
Poor befu d d led Marx nev er d reamed there 
wou ld be a cou ntry in which workers wou ld 
be capitalists and capitalists wou ld be work­ 
ers. He thou ght it was their d estiny to fight 
each other to the bitter end , so he and the 
other parasites of pu blic affairs wou ld be 
the top d ogs. 
Ironically , that is ex actly what some of 
the members of the all-American prod u ction 
team are squ aring off to d o, u nless someone 
stops them in time. 


'Go Away,Boy, You Bother Me' 


The newest way of d escribing the spread 
between fed eral income and ou tgo is to talk 
abou t the “inex orable” natu re of the former 
and the “lag” of the latter. 


If is not the spend ers’ fau lt that the bu d get 
Is ou t of control, goes the new spend ing line, 
bu t the tax pay ers’ fau lt for not catching u p 
to it.

Here is the u ltimate conflict of all gov ern­ 
ment — the clash between the spend ers 
and the pay ers.

■u ccess in concealing what they are d oing on 
money issu es, congressmen 
who want to 
spend can afford to be contemptu ou s of 
Americans who insist the sky is not the limit 
in fed eral spend ing. 
Thev d are to take the attitu d e of the late 
W. C. Field s, who cou ld bring d own the hou se 
by bru shing off a small boy with the grated 
word s. “Go away , boy , y ou bother me.” 
There simply is no way that one or one 
million tax pay ers can get throu gh to Con­ 
gress any more to register opposition to ev er- 
rising bu d gets.

There were others like the may or 
of Atlanta, howev er, who pointed 
ou t that the bombing seem ed to 
be part of an interstate conspir- 
aCy —it wasn’t ju st the work o. 
hood lu ms or crackpots in any one 
locality . Any thing interstate is bi0 
eno ug h, of cou rse, to be of foreign 
origin as well. 
. 
Now, after consid erable inv esti­ 
gation, inclu d ing a v isit to the 
Sou th, Sen.-Elect Kenneth B. Keat­ 
ing (R-NY), points the finger of 
su spicion toward the Commu nists. 
Here is a United Press- Interna­ 
tional d ispatch of last Satu rd ay 
from Schenectad y , N. Y.:

Protestant and Catholic chu rches 
and their schools. 


PHONY THREATS hav e become 
nu merou s, and , while these cou ld 
be the work of crackpots affected 
by su ggestion, it is far more likely 
that the Commu nist u nd ergrou nd , 
which has agents in ev ery state 
of the Union, wou ld take ad v an­ 
tage of the oportu nity to achiev e 
head lines. 
Any thing that portray s America 
as torn constantly by class feeling 
is grist for the Commu nist mill. 
The Commu nists, moreov er, d o 
aid and abet antiSemitic organiza­ 
tions on ev ery continent. They help 
to finance Fascist u nits in Eu rope 
which are activ e in spread ing hate 
literatu re. 
They 
hav e access to stu d ent 
bod ies 
in 
m a n y 
u niv ersities 
throu ghou t the world , especially in 
Mex ico and Latin America gen 
erally . 
They hav e lately gotten stronger 
in Canad a, where it will be re 
called that a few y ears ago Igor 
Gou enko, an attache of the Sov iet 


Embassy in Ottawa, 
CanadianAmerican spy ring o f 
Co mmunists. 
The d istribu tion of ‘Hate Am 
ica” literatu re has recently in­ 
creased in Canad a.

Fascist u nits, secretly finaacf d * 
are a fav o rite instrument of me 
Commu nist apparatus becau se, on 
the su rface, they seem far from 
sy mpathetic with Co mmunism. 
Sen.Elect Keating, 
in 
a 
tele 
v ision interv iew on Su nd ay , m i* 
cated that some Fascist orgama 
tions in America may be implicat­ 
ed in and certainly are ex ploiting 
the bombings. 
When the traged y in Arkansas 
occu rred last y ear, the Commu ­ 
nists promptly ex ploited it on thé 
propagand a wav es. 
As fed eral troops mov ed into 
Little Rock, the Commu nists boast 
ed 
ov er 
their 
rad io 
stations 
throu ghou t 
the 
world 
that 
the 
United States cou ld n’t keep the 
peace by normal means and had 
to resort to military force. 


WHILE THERE are d ou btless 
amateu rs in the bombing game, 
the techniqu es are u su ally hand led 
by professionals. 
The Commu nists hav e many ex ­ 
pel ;enced u nits engaged in bomb­ 
ing enterprises insid e Mid d le East­ 
ern cou ntries and their activ ities 
emerge 
wherev er 
the

nist and anti-Commu nist forces are 
lined u p in bitter hostility to one 
another. 
More than a billion d ollars ar« 
spent annu ally by the Kremlin 
in su bv ersiv e activ ities in at least

United States be cov ered by fed ­ 
eral criminal laws. 
In a sense, they are u su ally inter­ 
state in their character any way , 
bu t, if the fed eral law specified 
su ch crimes, it wou ld enable the 
F B I to mov e in more rapid ly and

Veterans Guide 


By Veterans Administratio n 


Q — Isn’t there a new law that 
say s a handicapped child o f a 
deceased war veteran need no t 
wait until age 18 to start training 
under the War Orphans Educa­ 
tio n pro gram? 
A — Yes. A law recently passed 
gave such children the right to 
begin special ty pes o f War Or­ 
phans training when they reach 
age It. 
Q — I carry life insurance is­ 
sued by a private co mpany , and 
I receive a pensio n fro m VA. In 
repo rting my 1958 inco me fo r VA 
pensio n purpo ses sho ld I include 
dividends fro m my private co m­ 


pany life insurance po licy ? 
A — Yes. Pro ceeds fro m private 
life insurance 
co mpany 
po licies 
are co nsidered as inco me fo r VA 
pensio n purpo ses and must be re ­ 
po rted. 
Q — Is there a grace perio d 
fo r late pay ments o f installments 
o n GI lo ans? 
A — No . Veterans sho uld make 
their GI lo an pay ments o n o r be­ 
fo re the date they are due. An 
extra charge may be made by 
GI 
lenders when pay ments are 
rceived late. 
Q — Is a “ peacetime” veteran 
with a disability rated 50 per­ 
cent entitled to mo re co mpensa­ 
tio n fo r dependents? 
A — Yes. Peacetim e veterans 
rated 50 percent o r mo re 
dis­ 
abled may be entitled to additio n­ 
al co mpensatio n fo p a wife, min­ 
o r children, o r dependent parents. 
Q — I’m go ing to have to fill 
o ut a VA inco me questio nnaire 
so o n. Are State veterans’ bo nuses 
co nsidered inco me fo r VA pensio n 
purpo ses? 
A — No . Under the law, bo nuses 
o r sim ilar cash gratuities paid by 
States fo r service in the Armed 
Fo rces are no t co nsidered as in­ 
co me in determining eligibility fo r 
VA pensio n. 
Q — I am thinking o f adding the 
¡to tal disability inco me rider to my 
Wo rld War II GI insurance po licy . 
I If I beco me disabled and receive 
the mo nthly inco me benefits, will 
the amo unt my beneficiaries wo uld 
get fro m the po licy in case o f my 
death be reduced in any way ? 
A — No . The disability pay ments 
in no way decrease the pay ments 
made to beneficiaries o f y o ur GI 
insurance po licy . 
Q — Is it po ssible to attend 
scho o l less than half-time under 
the War Orphans Educatio n pro ­ 
gram. 
A — No . War Oro hans pay ments 
m ay no t be made to a student 
attending scho o l less than hlaf- 
time. 
Q — Are “ peacetime” veterans 


entitled to VA ho spital care? 
A — Yes, but o nly if they were 
discharged fo r a disability incur 
red o r aggravated in line o f duty 
o r if they are receiving co mpen­ 
satio n fo r a service-co nnected dis­ 
ability .
